Or, tnq 12th changes to colder will 
prevail., From the 14th to the. 19th a 
storm wave will be in transit in thedif- 
. terent sections of the country till its 
force is exhausted in the east, reaching 
tbe Atlantic. The storm wave denotes 
a paroxysm of storms following each 
other during the period. Rain and snow 
. will prevail in the different sections ac¬ 
cording to the tempei stur*. A much 
intensified cold wave will follow the 
storm. On the 22nd. 23rd and 24th tbe 
weather will advance to warmer, result¬ 
ing in cloudiness, then to rain and 
snow. This disturbed spell will lead up 
to a prolonged period of very disagre¬ 
eable weather reaching to the end vf 
the month. A stotmwave of much 
vigor will formulate in tbe southwest 
about the 24th or 25th of tbe month and 
be on transit to the 30tn. This storm 
denotes the most Intense storms of any 
of the month or the moat destructive 
of the winter, Rain, anew and sleet, 
driven by a tierce wind from the north¬ 
west, equal to a blizzard.' will prevail. j 
Telegraph and telephone wires and poles !

this storm, aol also timber and shrub¬ 
bery will be covered with ice in manv 
places. The cold wave following the 
storm on or touching the 1st of February 
will reach far into the south.

Clark averaged $16.30 per hundred. The 
entire offering of 18.000 pounds today 
sold for $10.15. Tbe amount sold dur¬ 
ing, tbe week at this house was 81,000 
pounds.

. or Grundy & Crume of 1120 pounds at 
$16 10. R. T. Colvin at $14.12, Crume 
A Smith at $12.40; Durham & Edeien

The Burley Tobacco Growers C'ooven- 
- tion which met at Lexington. Ky., on 
January 5, 1911, declared almost unan 
tmoualy in favojr of cutting out the crop 
of 1911. They also formed the Burley 
Tobacco Union, embracing the Burley 
District ot Kentucky, Ohio and Indiana 
; and in view of the fact that there is 
now an immense over production of 
Burley Tobacco, a mass convention of 
all tobacco growers of Washington 
county is called to meet at the Court 
House in Springfield. Ky.. on Saturday. 
January 14. at 1 o'clock, p. m.. to dis 
cuss the situation, and take such steps 
as mav seem to be for the best mteres- 
of this great industry. All tobacco, 
growers are most cordially invited to' 
lie present. 


On Tuesday the United States Gov¬ 
ernment inaugurated the Poetal Sav- 
I mgs Bank system which will afford to 
the people of the United States facili¬ 
ties for the saving of a part of cheir 
earnings. Tne establishment of postal 
1 savings banks regarded as tbe most 
1 important and far reaching step taken 
' by the Government since tha authonza- 
i non of national banks and their opero- 
lion will be u atoned with keen interest 
by financiers all over the world. 

The new system is inaugurated oo a 
comparatively sma.l scale. One p. tt 
' office in each Stath and territory has 
been selected as a depository and Mid- 
( olesboto has been selected for the Stale 
of Kentucky. In thus forty-eight offices 
a thorough test of tbe new system will 
be made. It was decided to make the 
beginning thus small, not only because 
no adequate appropriation was avail¬ 
able to put it mui general operation, 
but also because the plan of operation 
differs entirely from that of any postal 
( savings system in the world. The new 
I scheme is the result of many months of 
work and researen by committaeo of 
postal and banking experts, whose et- 
j forts were directed by the Board of 
' Trustees consisting of the Postmaster 
j General, the Secretary of the Treasury 
j and the Attorney General.

PRESENT MODE COSTS HEAVILY 


London.—One of the most Interest 
Ing houses in London, renowned for 
Ita historic associations. Is Crosby 
Hall, in Blshopsgate. It has the dis¬ 
tinction of being not only the home 
of great men and the scene where 
kings and queens, ambassadors and 
nobles disported, but also of being 
the most beautiful specimen of fif¬ 
teenth century domestic architecture 
In London. Shakespeare dined at Its 
festive board and mentions It In bis 
play of Richard III. 

Crosby Hall was erected by Sir 
John Crosby, who was an alderman of 
London In 1468. It was the blgbest 
building In the city and Its great 
hail, the scene of many historic 
events, was 64 feet long. 27 feet 
broad and 40 feet high. Tbe Duke 
of Gloucester, afterwards King Rich¬ 
ard HI., who was tbe last Plantagenet 
king of England and who rell fight¬ 
ing for his crown and life on bloody 
Bosworth field, lived*In It at one time 
and there concocted his plans for the 
murder of bis nephew, Edward V., 
and the seizure of the throne. Other 
royal murders are laid at his door. 

For many years Sir Thomas More, 
England's great chancellor, and the 
author of the ever-famoua Utopia, 
dwelt In peace and dignity within the 
great mansion. It was from Crosby 
Hall that he was sent to the Tower, 
preparatory to his farcical trial at

Louisville.—The following is the ad¬ 
dress of Mr. A. Y. Ford before the 
Kentucky Press association at the 
mid-winter gathering In Louisville: 

The tax system of a state deserves 
careful consideration, because the 
power to tax Is the power to destroy, 
and a tax unwisely laid may easily 
drain the life of a community or kill 
an Industry. Approximately $20,000,- 
000 a year are taken from the pockets 
of the people of Kentncky for the sup- 
poft of tbe state, county and munici¬ 
pal governments. It Is Incomprehen¬ 
sible that a thing which means so 
much In dollars and cents to the peo¬ 
ple of the Btate should generally have 
received such scant consideration. 

There has been no considerable ex¬ 
travagance in tbe expenditure of our 
public funds. It Is therefore time that 
we now stop to consider carefully 
whether these large sums are raised 
by the best possible methods, whether 
they are raised In a way that distrib¬ 
utes the burden fairly as between the 
owners of various kinds of property, 
whether the tax laws Impose the least 
burden consistent with the demand 
for revenue, and whether they so dis¬ 
tribute the burden as To offer the least 
possible hindrance to the development 
of the state. Where there is compe¬ 
tition between communities such as 
necessarily exists under modern con¬ 
ditions. an unwise system may. In 
sharp competition for new population, 
new Industries and new capital, easily 
prove destructive of prosperity.

Hall was tbe scene of lavish enter¬ 
tainment. In It' tbe ambassador of 
Henry IV. of France, who was sent 
on a grave politic^ mission to Eng¬ 
land. was received and feasted and at 
various times Queen Elizabeth and 
Raleigh. Bacon and Shakespeare and 
other great luminaries In the life of 
England, dined and danced, made leers 
and hated, plotted and counterplotted 
and paraded their virtues and their 
follies within Its walls. 

Crosby Hall afterward became a 
Presbyterian meeting house and later 
■till a warehouse. In 1831 the ancient 
house was restored and Is today ons 
of England's most Interesting struc¬ 
tures. Thousands of American tour- 
Isle visit It annually.

New Law in Effect 

Under the new vital’ statistics law 
passed by the last Legislature which j 
became effective January 1, registrars 
of births and deaths must be appointed ( 
in every city and county in the State. 

The parents of a new-born child or 
the physician or midwife must make 
report of such birth to the registrar in 
in their district and pay a fee of 25 
cents for having the birth registered or 
be fined for failing to do so. All deaths 
must also be reported to tbe registr. r 
before a permit will be issued for 
'burial. The permit coats 25 cents. No 
undertaker is allowed to bury anyone 
without such a permit, and no one can 
be buned in a private burying ground 
without a permit. Anyone failing to 
comply with the law will be fined.
